Applicants confirm election of Group I in response to the restriction requirement 
enclosed in the Statement of Reason for Allowance sent on September 29, 2004. Applicants note 
that the Examiner has rejoined the method claims of Group II, and has canceled claims 30-43 
and 70-90. 

The Examiner has also required certain claim amendments, specifically replacing the 
phrase "treatment of a disorder mediated by" with "inhibiting expression of in claims directed 
to methods of modulating VCAM-1. The Examiner cites claims 57, 67, and 93. Please note that 
claim 67 is a compound claim and that it appears that the Examiner intended to amend claim 65, 
not claim 67.
